Every one of theſe Towns keeps a Calf's Skin in a 
Box, which they preſerve with the utmoſt Care and 
Veneration. This inſpir'd ſome of our Sailors with an 
Imagination, that theſe People drew their Religion 
from the Worſhip of the Golden Calf: But, beſide 
that, there is no Reaſon to believe, that the Bible, or 
indeed any Part of either the Few or Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, were ever heard of in this Country; ſo it is 
certain, that what the Sailors, whe never learnt a Word

For the Repreſentation of thoſe Shews, which our

The Magiſtrates go to them in 
Form, where, as it is often the only Vacations they

. Chriff's Diſciples: By this Virtue, which is generally cal-

By the Liberty of the Preſs, muſt be under- 
ſtood the Right of a Freeman to utter his Thoughts 
on State-Affairs freely. Tho' we have given up 
our Votes in the Legiſlature, we have not, nay we 
cannot part with our Fudgments: Theſe are our 
own, and always were ſo; tho' the unreſtrained Ex- 
erciſe of them was. never ſo explicitly allow'd us, 
as after the Revolution, Then every Man's Eyes 
were opened, and the free Uſe of the Preſs was gi- 


ven up to the People, as the great and ineſtimable 


Palladium of all they challenged, or enjoyed beſide. 
As then we have the ſame Title to this glorious 


Privilege, as the preſent illuſtrious Royal Famil 


have to the Throne, with what Face will theſe

CHAPTER II. 


SAVIN G already conſidered the 
Ra Clergy in that amiable Character, 
which our Bleſſed Saviour hath fixed 
on them in his Goſpel, I come now 
to take a View of them in that Light 
N wherein they are regarded by the 
5 which hath, I apprehend, placed them infi- 
nitely beyond the Reach of Contempt. 
They are eſteemed in the Law a Body of Men ſet 
apart for the immediate Service of the Divine Being, 
not for their own ſakes alone, but the univerſal 
Good of the whole. Their Duty is to offer up 
Prayers and Praiſes in the Name, and for the Uſe 
of us all, and to point out and lead Men into the 
Ways of Virtue and Holineſs by the frequent Ad- 
monition of their Precepts, and the conſtant Guide 
of their Examples. 
The Care or Cure of Souls is therefore ſaid to be 
committed to them, a Truſt, which as it -is of the 
molt important Concern, ſo the Law, in which it 
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bs a Maxim Quod Summa Ratio eft que pro Religione 
Fuacit, to * e Difficulties and 8 
from the due Execution of this Office, and to render 
its Inſtitution meſt perioe, and its Influence moſt 
beneficial; hath wiſely dignified it with the higheſt 
Honours, indulged it with the freeſt Immunities, re- 
warded it with the moſt plentiful Revenues, and ſe- 

cured it by the moſt wholeſome Reſtraints. 

To treat theſe four Heads in their Order, I begin 
with their Honours, of which J ſhall ſay very little, 
as they are generally known'; -and as the Name of 

Clergyman itſelf, if it include an Idea of all thoſe 
Virtues which I mention'd in my laſt Paper, is a 
Title of the higheſt Honour; and, "Thirdly, as 
theſe 'Temporal Dignities do not- bear an immedi- 
ate Analogy to the Character given of the Difciples 
in the Goſpel. Y | 
_ Firſt then, there is one general Title of Reverend 
prefixed to the Name of the whole Clergy, by which 

they are diſtinguiſhed in an honorary Manner from 
the Laity: For tho' I apprehend this is not of any 
oreat Antiquity, and was formerly applied only to 

Biſhops, as may be ſeen in old Writs, Rex wene- 
rabili &c. yet, in latter Commiſſions and Acts of 
Parliament, when the Clergy are named, it is al- 
ways by the Title of Reverend, a Word of greater 

_ Reſpect than that which we apply to the Nobility. 
Beſides this, there are a great Variety of ſpiritual 
Titles and Honours gradually aſcending till we come 
ro the Biſhops, who are Lords of Parliament, and 
hold of the King by Barony, in reſpe& of which 
they take Place of all thoſe Barons in the Realm, 
who have no ſuperior Dignity; the Archbiſhop of 
Tork takes place of all the Dukes after the Chancel- 
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lor, and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury immediately 
next to the Royal Family ; nay, in ancient. Times, 
my Lord Coe tells us at the End of the 4th Inſtitute, 
that the Biſhops took Place of the. King's Brother; 
and this continued ſo late as the Reign of Henry VI. 
when it was altered by an Ordinance of Parliament. 
Thus the higheft Degree of temporal. Honour is aſ- 
cribed to the Clergy. | 7 * 

Secondly, the Law indulges them in the greateſt 
Immunities. Indeed ſome of theſe have: been very 

wiſely abridg d: For there is an old Writ },. for 
its abſurdity, almoſt worth tranſcribing, by which 
a Clergyman convicted of Felony was at his own 
Requeſt to be delivered over to the Ordinary, be- 
fore whom he was to Pu xc E . himſelf. * This 
Privilege, ſays my Lord Coke, took its Root $ 
* from a Conſtitution of Pope Gaius, that no Man 
ſhould accuſe the Prieſts of Holy Church before 
© a Secular judge.“ It extended to Murder, and all 
Crimes except High Treaſon againſt the King's Per- 
ſon: But as this was by Ordinance de Gratia, and 
not de Jure, The Clergy never thought themſelves 
ſure of it, till it was confirmed by Authority of 
Parliament, which it was with ſome little Reftric- 
tion, by the Statute of Vefminſter 1 Chap. 2. and af- 
terwards by the Articuli Cleri Chap. 15. This Pur- 
gation was made ſo ill an Uſe of, and found ſo contrary 
both to Reaſon and Juſtice, that (after the Benefit of 
Clergy had been taken away in Murder, Rapes, 
Houſe- breaking, and other Offences by ſeveral Sta- 
tutes in the Reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward VI.) 
at laſt, in the 18th Year of Queen E/zabeth, this 
Purgation was utterly aboliſh'd. . A curſed Privilege! 
for, tho* the accuſed Perſon could not clear him- 
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ſelf, the Ordinary could only degrade him, which 
was all the Puniſhment that he was to ſuffer for the 
moſt exeerable Crimes, an Inſtance of which I ſhall 
here ſer down. me 8 

+ © In'the Reign of Edward I. Guinandus de 
© Briland, Parſon of Snodiland, in the County of 
© ' Kent, (in which Town Solomon de Rolfe, one of the 
King's Juſtices in Eyre, and one that puniſh'd the 


Extortions and other Crimes of the Clergy, dwelt,) 


came to dine with Solomon de Rolfe, and brought 


* Poiſon with him of his Malice propenſed to 
murder by Poiſon the ſaid Solomon.” Which vil- 


lainous Intention he perpetrated in this baſe, in- 
human, and treacherous Manner; and was convic- 
ted of it, and being demanded by the Biſhop of 
Rochefler, was delivered to him to be purg'd, and 
thus eſcaped that Sentence and Puniſhment which 
were ſo notoriouſly his Due; nor can I omit a 
Complaint, which, the ſame Author tells us, was 


made by the Clergy in Parliament in the 25th of 


Edward III. wiz. That one of the Clergy was 
hanged for High Treaſon, and another for murder- 
ing his Maſter. _ * FF 

But tho' their Privileges be taken away, as they 
certainly ought, in Criminal Caſes, (and yet not ſo 
entirely but that they are ſtill diſcharged from being 
burnt in the Hand 1 and may have their Clergy 
twice for Felony) the Law ſtill perſiſts in allowing 
numberleſs Immunities (indeed all that can be rea- 
ſonably required) to the Church which it regards 
with the affectionate and tender Care of a Parent or 
Guardian. Thus the Church is ſaid to be i»fra - 
tatem & fungi vice minoris, in Conſequence of which 


follows another Maxim; namely, meliorem reddere 


_ 
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Hatum Fecleſæ poteſt Pr ſema, dereriorem ntquaquam] 
in which the State of the Church and Infancy are 
put on the ſame Foot; and in the 9th Chapter of 
Articuli Cleri, the Church is ſaid to be indonbed with 
Lands, on which Words my Lord Coke tells us *, 
that the Poſſeſſions of the Church are the Endowments 
of it, and the beneficed Clergy accounted: Tenants 
nin Dower. A Tenure above all favoured in the 
Eye of the Law, and indulged with many Privi- 
1 68. a EB I > 0», 
1 Common Law ſpiritual Perſons alone were ad- 
mitted to a Tenure, to which even Fealty was not 
incident; namely, that of Franka/moign, the Reaſon 
of which is given by Littleton, viz. That thoſe 
Divine Services performed by them were better for 
the Lord than any other T. If an Eceleſiaſtical Per- 
ſon had held in Eſcuage (of old Time) he ſhould 
not be obliged to go in Perſon with the King . 
And my Lord Coke tells us, that the Common Law, 
to the Intent Eccleſiaſtical Perſons may the better 
execute their Duties, and net be intangled with tem- 
poral Buſineſs, hath diſcharged them from all tem- 
poral Offices. A Biſhop after Conſecration ſhall do 
no Homage F, nor other religious Perſons on 
Account of their Church-Lands, for it appears in the 
Feeoffments that ſuch Gift is principally to God. 
An Ecclefiaſtic holding by Knight's Service ſhall pay 
no Relief ||. A Parſon of a Church, or ſuch Parſon 
as hath no Benefice, ſhall not be diſtrain'd to come 
to the King's Leet, nor that of any other Lord. If 
any Perſon, who by his Lands ought to be choſen 
Bailiff, or Beadle, Se. be made a Clerk, he ſhall 
not be choſen, and if he be, may diſcharge him

Nay, there is an Excellence (if I may ſo call it) 
in. Badneſs. A certain great Genius hath laid down. 
Rules for the Art of Sinking in Writing, or in.

lebrate ſuch as have chiefly excelled, in an Epic. 
Poem; nay;. the numerous frequenters of Hurlo-

many Perſons have expreſt an Impatience to read 
the Aro Loc x for the Life of Mr. Colley Cibber, 
Comedian; aſſerting, they are ſure it muſt be the ſad- 
deft Stuff, that ever was writ, . | 50 5 
But, as my Readers will eaſily ſuggeſt to them 
ſielves numberleſs Inflances of this conſummate Im-

I ſhall con- 
ſine the reſt of my Paper to one Set of Heroes, whom 
I chuſe to call the Knights of the Trencher ; an Or- 
der which will confer as much Honour as any other 
that gives no Idea of any ſuperior Merit in tlie 
Wearer; I mean thoſe Gentlemen who are proud

I I have been often entertained by a Werthy of 
this Kind with his Exploits: I have known him as

Every Reader muſt have heard of ſeveral En- 
gagements in this Way. The Battle of the Eggs, 
which happened a few Years ſince in Samer ſeiſbire, 
is very famous to this Day. This was a drawn 
Battle, the Town wherein it was fought not being 
able to furniſh a ſufficient Quantity of Ammunt- 
tion to try the Proweſs of either of the Comba- 
tants.

A certain military Gentleman, belonging to the 
 Train'd-Bands, was formerly known in this City 
by the Name of the Scourge of Ordinaries. This 
brave Officer had with great Conduct and Courage 
entirely routed all the Ordinaries from Charing-

died by the Wound of a poifon'd+ Gooſe, which he 
received while he was charging, with-moit voraci- 
ous.

Succeſs in this, as in moſt -Contentions, hath as 
often been owing to Conduct, as to Courage or 
Strength.

juſtify Providence for having enriched him at the 
Expence of his Fellow Creatures, never appears but 
to be courted, careſſed, and flattered ; to be diſtin- 
guiſhed by all manner of Compliments and Prece- 0 
dencies: to be indulged in all his Humours, to be 
forgiven all his Inſults, and to create a voluntary © 
Servitude in all that have the Honour to 8 : 
him: Nay, what can never be ſufficiently wondered 
at, or ſatisfactorily accounted for, ſhould he be 
known to be the moſt worthleſs of his Species, that 
all he poſſeſſes is the Acquiſition of Fraud and Op- 
preſſion; that he is never commonly civil, but 
where he means to enſnare; that he has not a Soul

That Mony then is Power, when connected with 
Authority, when lodged in the Hands of Princes, 
when employed in the Grand Affairs of Govern- 
ment, when addreſſed to the Wants, Weakneſſes, 
Luxuries, and Extravagancies of Mankind, no Bo- 
dy can diſpute, no Body can deny, without flying 
in the Face of Conviction, and ſhutting their Eyes 
on Facts, that have the Experience of all Ages and 
Nations to ſupport them. Let no one, therefore, 
preſume to ſay, that a Conſtitution cannot be over- 
turned, as long as the Will of the Prince is {ill ſub- 
ject to the Letter of the Law: Tis notorious Laws 
may be only Echos to the. Will of the Prince; and, 
whether uttered from his own Royal Mouth, or by 
the joint Voice of the whole Legiſſature, the Con - 
ſequences to the People are juſt the ſame.

This allow'd, as I think it cannot be diſputed, of 
what infinite Importance to the People of Great 
Britain are parliamentary Demands, and Grants of 
Mony? / Mony is Power, that Power is our own, 
till the Supply is voted, and we may employ it as 
we pleaſe; but, once parted with, we are our * 
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at the Mercy of thoſe, who, but the Moment be- 
fore, had their Dependance on us. The Sovereigns 
of this Iſland, neither in their own Perſons, or when 
at the Head of the whole Legiſlature, have any . 
Wealth of their own ; every Shilling they diſ-

and defray the annual Charge of Government, one 
would think Redreſs of Grievances would be-always 
the Terms; one would think, that when the De- 
mand of Aids was made from the Throne on one 
Hand, the Remonſtrance. from the Subjects would 
be preſented on the other: That the Grant from us 
weuld” be conditional; and that, on the very Day 
the Mony-Bills were paſſed, an univerſal Jubilee” 
would be held- thro” the Nation for Joy of being 
freed, or preſerv'd from all Encroachments, Cor- 
ruptions, or other-home-bred Calamities.

Neither, would one think it poſſible for any 
Obftacle to interfere with this yearly Adjuſtment of

Tis true, to demonſtrate by particular Facts, that 

ſuch a venal Influence had actually taken Place, 
would be one of the moſt difficult Undertakings in 
the World: no Night is too dark, no Privacy too 
ſacred, for ſo infamous a e ee Bargains 
might be made by the Vear, for Speeches, Votes, 

Ec. or each diſtinct Job might be rated according 
to the Neceſſities of the Seller, or the Emergencies 
of the Times: Penſions, Places, civil and military, 
might become the Wages of Corruption. And the 
Tenure of them, implicit Obedience to the Com- 
mands of the Miniſter who beſtowed them: In ſhort, 
the whole Strength of a Nation might be waſted in 
this pernicious Brokerage, and yet the moſt pene- 
trating Eye not be able to trace the Evil, ſtep by 
Step, to its Source, ſo as to render it plain and 
undeniable to the View of the whole Nation; ſo as 
to bring the. Parties, principally concerned, within 
the Reach of Juſtice, and ſet on foot ſuch a whol- 
ſome Regulation, as might preſerve the Common- 
wealth from the like iniquitous Practices for the 
Time to come. . | 

But tho? legal Evidence might not be forthcom- 
ing, moral Evidence might: The Tree might be 
known by its Fruits however : and, if it ever ſhould- 
happen, -which God forbid ! that Parliaments ſhould 
be called only for Form's Sake, to grant the Sup- 
plies that were pre-determined to be raiſed ; if it

If Gentlemen, inftead of being anxious for their 
own Characters, for the Intereſt of themſelves and 
i their Poſterity, for their Duty to their Conſtituents, 
and their inviolable Obligations to their Country, 
ſhould facrifice all to gratify the Cravings of an in- 
ſatiable A———— ſhould even vie with each other 
in the moſt ſordid Adulation, nay, affect to wonder 
that thoſe who ask, were ſo moderate in their De- 
fires, and ſo ſlow and backward to make them 
known; If Redreſs of Grievances ſhould be no 
; longer conſidered as the Buſineſs of a Seſſion, but, 
on the contrary, all that appeared as Advocates, for 
the People, ſhould be ge as Traitors and 
Incendiaries; If it ſhould be a prevailing Doctrine 
among the Members, that, once choſen, they had a 
Right, a ſupreme uncontrollable Right, to act as 
they pleaſed ; without the leaſt Reference to their 
Principals, without the leaſt Concern for their Ap- 
probation, without the leaſt Fear of their Reſent- 
ment, or Regard for their Intereſt, Honour, or 
Safety: If ever ſo deteſtable a Period as this ſhould 
ariſe to ſadden the Annals of the Britiſb Story, one 
might, without Breach of Charity, conclude that 
Mony was Power, and that no Tyranny whatever 
could threaten us with more inſtant, or more un-

Perhaps indeed Boys and Beaus, and Mad- 
men, and Rakes, and Fools, and Villains, may 
laugh at this ſacred Perſon; may ſhake thoſe ridicul- 
ous Heads at him which would have been flung in 
the Face of à Socrates or a Plato. But can ſuch 
Contempt as this which would have been exjoyed by 
a Heathen, be lt by a Chriſtian Philoſopher, 
while all the good, the ſober, the virtuous and the 
ſenſible Parts of Mankind concur in paying him Ho- 
nour and Reſpet? ?

But perhaps this will be denied to be the Caſe, 
and I ſhall be told that ſome of this latter Kind, 
have lately. not only ſpoke but writ againſt the Cler- 
oy.

Let us ſuppoſe then, a Man of looſe Morals, proud, 
malevolent, vain, rapacious, and revengeful; not 
grieving at, but triumphing over the Sins of Men, 
and rejoicing, like the Devil, that they will be pu- 
niſhed for them; deaf to the Cries of the Poor; ſhun- 
ning the Diſtreſs'd; blind to Merit; a Magnifier 
and Spreader of Slander; not ſhunning the Society of 
the Wicked for fear of Contamination, but from Hy- 
pocriſy and Vain Glory; hating not Vice but the Vi- 
cious; reſenting not only an Injury, but the leaſt Af- 
front with Inveteracy. Let us ſuppoſe this Man feaſt- 
ing himſelf luxuriouſly at the Tables of the Great, 
where he is ſuffered at the Expence of flattering 
their Vices, and often too, as meanly ſubmitting to 
ſee himſelf and his Order, nay often Religion itſelf, 
ridiculed, whilit, -that he may join in the Burgundy, 
he joins in the Laugh, or rather is laughed at by 
the Fools he flatters. . Suppoſe him goin 
hence, (perhaps in his Chariot) through the Streets, 
and contemptuouſly overlooking a Man of Merit 
and Learning in Diſtreſs.

of Germany on the other; their old Enemy Mamas 
Kouli-Chan took Advantage of their Diſtreſs to 
wrangle for new Advantages ; Venice was tempted 
to put in for a Share of their Spoil; a potent and 
lncky Rebel ravaged the Bowels of their Dominions, 
and all Manner of Wants and Diſtractions invaded 
even their Capital: Yet, in the Midſt of all this 
Variety of Calamities, did they meanly ſue for 
Peace? Did they acknowledge their Weakneſs or 
Miſery to their Enemies? Did they hunt round the 
the World for Mediators to make up their Quarrels, 
and waſte more Wealth in Treaties, than would de- 
fray the Expences of a War? No: They were actu- 
ated by a different Spirit; the more "Difficulties 
they had to ſtruggle with, the more Spirit they r 
| erte 
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erted to ſurmount them; Soldiers voluntarily croud. 
ed to their Standards; the Rich made voluntary 
Contributions; even the grand Tyrant opened his 
Coffers to eaſe his People; and one and all, as if 
concerned only for their Country, rejected every 
Offer of Accommodation that was inconſiſtent with 
their Honour, or that they would diſdain to accept 
of, when their Power and good Fortune were at the 
Higheſt. 1 5 | AT | 
Even in the moſt arbitrary Governments then, 
public Honour is look'd upon as an ineitimable Jew- 
el, that admits of no Equivalent: And the Aﬀec- 
tions of the People, tho' Slaves, the only effectual 
Security of a Crown. And, if theſe Maxims are 
obſerved by Tyrants, of how much. more Impor- 
tance. are they in Free- States, where all Men. in 
the Eye of the Conſtitution, are equal; where every 
Individual has a Reſerve of Power, which he may 
diſpoſe of as he pleaſes; where even Sovereigns 
themſelves are but the firſt Servants of the State, 
and are truſted with no more than merely the Exe- 
cution of the Laws ?- In Communities of this 
Kind, one would imagine that no one Meaſure 
ſhould be taken to alienate the Hearts of the People; 
to diſoblige, or diſtreſo, would be an infallible Me- 
thod to divide; and when Diviſions once rend a 
Kingdom at Home, it is next to impoſſible that it 
ſhouid be formidable Abroad Men that have 
Wills of their own, will uſe them as their own ; 
and, if the Government, they choſe for their De- 
fence, neglected their Charge, lighted Complaints, 
multiply d Grieygnces, and appeared totally indiffe- . 
rent, whether they were loved or hated, honoured 
or deſpiſed, *tis not in their Power to avoid bein 
diſcontented with that Government, and thoſe Dit- 
contents of theirs will ſoon be as uneaſy to the Go- 
verament, as the Government to them. 


In 
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In Great Britain, in particular, Diſcontents among 
the People are of infinitely greater Importance, than 
in any other free State: As our Princes, and their 
Miniſters, have formerly made it their Buſineſs to 
encroach on our Privileges and Poſſeſſions on one 
Hand, our Anceſtors were as tenacious of them on 
the other: If they were invaded by Force, by Force 
they defended themſelves; if by Craft, they had 
Recourſe to Wiſdom for their Security. On all Oc- 
caſions, - hitherto, Providence was a Friend to their 
Endeavours; and they made the proudeſt of their 
Monarchs feel how dangerous it was to rouſe that 
Spirit againft themſelves, which they might have 
employed fo ſucceſsfully againſt the Enemies of the 
Nation.—To ſay nothing of the dethroning of ſe- 
veral of our Kings of old, the tragical Fate of one 
more modern, the Baniſhment of a ſecond, the ut- 
ter Excluſion of his Lineage, and the free Election 
of a new Family, are the moſt alarming Inſtances 
of what is to be feared from a brave and free Peo- 
ple, when provoked with Injuries, and deſpairing 
of Redreſs by the ſofter Methods of Remonſtrance 
and Expoſtulation. | 5 ws 
At all Times, therefore, and in all Circumſtances, 
the Sovereign of theſe Iſlands ſhould affect to appear 
rather as a Father, than a Lord; and more folici- 
tous to be loved for his Virtues, than feared for his 
Power. But, in a Criſis like that, when the two 
contending Families of Ver and Lancaſter rent the 
whole Kingdom in Factions, to ſupport their oppo- 
fite Titles to the Throne, *tis doubly, and trebly the 
Intereſt of the Prince in Poſſeſſion ſo to conduct 
himſelf, that he ſhould have nothing to apprehend 
from his Rival: That is to ſay, he ſhould rule for 
the Benefit of his Subjects, not his own; ſhould ap- 
ply himſelf aſſiduouſſy to detect and remove the 
Grievances of former Reigns, ſhould make National 
Liberty the Standard of the Royal n 
. ſho 
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mould endeavour ſo to explain the Conſtitution that 


all might underſtand it; and ſo enforce and ſtrengthen. 


it, that the Ambition or Fraud of no future Prince 
might undermine, or deftroy it; ſhould be far from 


rapacious of the public Wealth to enrich himſelf; 


ſhould ſcorn Corruption; ſhould diſcountenance 


Flattery 3 ſhould equally love Juſtice, and avoid 


Oppreſſion: Should encourage Induſtry, enlarge 
Commerce, cultivate the Arts and Sciences, and, 
on all Occaſions, ſtand forth the Champion, Defen- 
der, Deliverer, and Avenger of the meaneſt Crea- 
ture, who ow'd him Allegiance, in exchange for Se- 


curity and Protection: Carefully vigilant of the 


Growth of every neighbouring Prince's Power, of 
the greateſt moſt, and putting all to the Hazard, 
rather than baſely reſigning, or tamely ſubmitting 
to any Diminutian of his own : In a Word, ſhould, 
in all Reſpects, fo direct his. Councils, and exerciſe 
kis Power, that his Subjects could have no Reaſon 
to wiſh, much leſs endeavour at a Change: T would 
be to no Purpoſe, then, to preach up Diſaffection, 
nothing could be got by it: Twould be to no 
Purpoſe for any Pretender to attempt at gaining over 
a Party to his Intereſt; he could have nothing to 
offer worth an honeſt or wiſe Man's Acceptance ;

When influenced only by Juſtice, Virtue, and pub- 
lic Spirit, it demands and deſerves our higheſt Ve- 
neration: Kings, who ſo regulzte their Actions, are 
really Gods on Earth, the genuine Saviours of Man- 
kind ; Laney to them is Piety. to our Country, 
and "Treaſon the worſt of Parricides, -— But Kings 

are Men, fallible Men z—— Caution, then, ſtill bi 
us beware even of the moſt Righteous ; and the 
Rev. Mr. Samuel Fohn/on, writing againſt a Standing- 
Army, under our great DELivereRr K. Wilkan, 
takes the Liberty to declare boldly ; That he, THE 
KinG, does not deſerye that Truſt, nor can manage 
it faithfully: That he had neither Merit or Capacity, 
to entitle him to ſuch a Confidence; No, net if he 
had all the Perfe#ions upon Earth: Nay, if be were 
an Angel, he "were not 2 for that Tru. Theſe 
were the gallant Sentiments of thoſe early Days of 
Liberty; they were too fond of the Jewel to put it 
in the Power of any Body to bereave them of it 
again: Not he, who had reſtored it to their Poſſeſ- 
flon, was to be entruſted with the Keeping of it ; 
they did not eſteem it a Deliverance, to be at the 
Mercy even of their Deliverer : They therefore 
check'd. the Wantonneſs of Power betimes ; nor 
would ſuffer the Benefit they had juſt received, to 
be complimented away, as a ridieulous Evidence of 
their Gratitude, or rather their Credulity. If, there- 
fore, real Merit, and apparent Services, were not 
ſufficient to extort any new Conceſſions from the 
People; ſurely, we ſhall never hereafter be ſo infa- 
tuated as to give away, or reſign, even pro Tem- 
fore, what we may never be able to recover; eſpe- 
_ cially, as all that is of Value to us and our Poſterity 
may depend on the dangerous Conceſſion.

the Aggrandizing the Crown, they, the Repreſenta- 
tives of all, are doubly obliged to put a Stop to it, 


by all the Means they may: Tis for this end, prin- 


and gement, all the Power he has over his 


Perſon and Property, as far as is conſiſtent with the 
Properties, and Perſons of his Poſterity : 'Thoſe he 
has no natural, or equitable Title to diſpoſe of; all 
the Privileges he received from his Anceſtors, being 


the unalienable Inheritance of his Children; and to 
be left as entire at his Death, as they deyolved upon 


him at his Birth. The chief Motive and End of 
eſtabliſhing a Houſe of Commons therefore, is to 


keep a firict Eye on the Prerogative, and to fore- 


cloſe the Rights of their Conſtituents againſt all In- 
croachments whatever; What then they are bound 
to prevent frum all other Quarters, ſurely ought not 


to take its Riſe from themſelves. What would be 
| Breach of Privilege, and the greateſt Inſult imagi- 

nable to the Dignity of Parliament, if extorted, can 
never be expedient to be conceded on any Pretence 


whatever; I mean loving the Power, and Wealth

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is for the Fate of a whole People to be at the Mercy 
of thoſe, whoſe very Intereſt it may be to ruin

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„As it is thought an ill Office to expoſe any inno- 
cent Superſtition, which tends to promote Virtue, 
what I have here advanced may be too haſtily cen- 
ſured ; and it may be ſaid, that as the Promoters of 
this Fallacy had no other View but to inſpire Men 
to great Actions by theſe Hopes of a chimerical 
Good, in attempting to argue away their Opinion 
of it, we are in reality Enemies to her Cauſe : for 
which we ſhew no good Inclination by blowing up 
or undermining one of her Out-Works, though per- 
haps not ſo defenſible as ſome others : but to ſpeak 
plain, I ' wiſh good Men would leave Virtue and 
Truth to their own Defence, without bringing Fraud 
and Falſhood to their Aſſiſtance. It may become a 
skilful Engineer to blow up a rotten Redoubt, and

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Infuſion of the Monotone, interwoven with a regrating 
Acidity, wanted that harmonious, pleaſing, ſound Me-

ſays in his Life of Cardinal Wolſey) by a; Con- 
flux of fortunate Accidents, or in the Chriſtian 
© Diale&, certain happy and favourable Diſpoſiti- 
ons of Providence, which does even ſometimes ap- 
« pear to lay a Train for the Advancement of par- 
* ticular Perſons ; a Train which they have nothing 
© to do but to follow directly, towards the Accom- 
« pliſhment of every thing they can propoſe to 
© themſelves in this World.” IJ 

Thus Wolſey, from the meaneſt Extraction, with 
ſuch diflolute and ſcandalous Morals, that he was 
publicly ſet in the Stocks, was, by a Conflux of 
fortuhate Accidents, advanced (if I may fo tay) 
above his Sovereign; ſo that Dukes and Earls held 
his Towel and Baſon for him when he waſhed : 
nay he was elated to ſuch an Height of Arrogance 
that he was offended at the Archbiſhop ef Canuter- 
bury for ſubſcribing himſelf his Brother, on which 
that Prelate well remarked that he Man was in- 
ebriated with Succeſs. The Duke of Venice in one 
of his Letters aſcribes to him a Participation of the 
Royal Power and Majeſty, and compliments him: 
with the Supreme Authority of the Kingdom. In 
Conſequence of which Opinion, he received the 
Pay of half the Princes of Europe, for which he 
SoL D HIS MASTER AND His CounTRy, and 
this with ſo little Temptation, that Fiddes tells us, 
page 351, his Revenues were equal to the Crown. 

But do we think the long REeiGn of this Mi- 
niſter was with the Conſent and Approbation of 
the People? So much on the contrary that his own 
Hiſtorian confeſſes there was a Great and General 
Diſguſt entertained againſt him; and my Lord Her- 
bert tells us, (page 162.) * That the People took 
the Commiſſions which he iſſued in the 17th of 
© Henry V. II. ſo ill, that it was like to have grown 
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to a Rebellion: This Proceeding (ſays he) being 
- © afterwards dilavowed by the King, got the Car- 
* dinal many a Curie and the King many Bleſſings.“ 
The People plainly ſaw the Royal Power uſurped, 
and the Royal Favour engroſſed by a Subject and 
a mean One too; their Pockets drained to fill the 
public Coffers, and thoſe again emptied to ſupply 
the Miniſter's Vanity. They ſaw his Avarice, his 
Pride, his Inſolence, his Corruption, they felt the 
Effects of all thoſe, and groaned under them, but 
Laws, without a ſtanding Army, compelled them 
io ſubmit. The Cardinal had found the Place 
to Stand on, he held faſt the Handle of the Prero- 
ative, and turned the Political Machine round as he 
Pleaſed, whilſt all but thoſe Creatures who ſought 
his Favour and took his Pay, (who if they were 
Dukes were Servants and the meaneſt Servants, vo- 
luntarily ſo, ſervile in Nature without the Compul- 
fion of Fortune) hated and deteſted him. | 
. Have you ſeen, Reader, a Team of thoſe Noble- 
Spirited Animals we call Horſes paſs by, whilſt a 
little Urchin wantonly diſplayed his Dexterity with 
a Whip? Hath it not raiſed your Indignation to ſee 
thoſe generous Beaſts ſubmit to the Correction of 
this Contemptible Brat? With ſuch Indignation 1 
read over thoſe Periods of our Annals, where. this 
brave, this great, this powerful Nation hath been 
inſulted, betrayed, impoveriſhed, and enſlaved by 
ſome wicked Miniſter, who hath often had neither 
Birth, nor Virtues, nor even Abilities to recom- 
mend him, but hath owed his Dignity only to a 
{ortunate Acceſs to his Prince, which he hath after- 
wards had the Addreſs to improve by accommoda- 
ting himſelf to his Temper or Pleaſures, or by per- 
ſuading his Maſter that he is uſeful and even neceſ- 
ſary to his Intereſt. A common Falſehood, and 
yet ſo groſs that I believe it will be difficult to find 
an Engliſb Prince who hath been unhappy, with- - 
out owing it to his Miniſters, I 
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I own there is ſomething very ridiculous in the 
Image of ſeveral Millions ef People, com plaiving 
bitterly againſt the Inſults and Oppreſſion of one 
Man. What an Idea muſt we conceive of this 
Man, but that he is another Hercules or rather a 
Captain Gulliver in a Nation of Lilliputians ! But 
ſuppoſe the Fact ſo much on the contrary, that this 
Man ſhould be one of the meaneſt and every way 
moſt contemptible in his Country; that, whilſt 
every one plainly ſaw, and openly declared, he was 
endeavouring to enſlave and undo us, moſt of us 
ſhould entertain the greateſt and juſteſt Contempt 
for him, ſhould know him to have no more Parts 
than are neceſlary to a very indifferent Scrivener, 
and no more Spirit than is included in the Com- 
poſition of Spite and Malice ! If this ever ſhould be 
the Caſe, what could we conclude, but that Men 
are harneſſed as well as Horſes, and like them ma 
be drove by the meaneſt Urchin ; or that Govern- 
ment is really in Politics, what that imaginary Ma- 
chine would be in Mechanics, and may be fo con- 
trived, that neither Art nor Strength may be neceſ- 
ſary to direct it. N „ | 

Hence it appears that it doth not require ſuch 
mighty Abilities, nor doth it redound ſo much to 
the Honour of a Miniſter to ruin his Country as 
hath been apprehended. And hence it may likewiſe 
be inferred, that whenever a bad Miniſter ſhall take 
it into his Head to ruin us, we mult be irretrieva- 
bly loſt. Wine” | 

But this latter is not ſo certain; for tho? it 
muſt be confeſſed we ſhould be in great Danger, 
yet not fo abſolutely overpowered, as to have no 

Reſource. Nay, indeed, we have three very great 
ones. 

The firſt and moſt natural Dependance 1s on our 

Houſe of Commons, who are the Bulwarks of our 
Liberties ; they are the Weight of the People oy 
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the Scale of Power, and ſufficient, at leaſt, to keep 
the Ballance even. It is their Duty to be watch- 
ful for our Liberties and Properties, and, if pro- 
perly choſen, it is their Intereſt : by properly cho- 
ſen, I mean proper Perſons to be entruſted with - 
that Care; for the faithſul Diſcharge of which, . 
2 great Eſtate is always the beſt Security to the 
Electors. <8 3 
But if our Poſterity ſhould elect unfit Repreſen- 
tatives, ſhould fell themſelves to ſuch as wall {ſell 
them again for Profit, and by theſe Means a Houſe 
of Commons ſhould negle& the univerſal Cries of 
the Nation, and openly ſupport a Miniſter in bare- 
faced Iniquity, we have a ſecond natural Reſource 
to our Father and Protector, to whom we have a 
right to apply for Redreſs, and it is his own Inte- 
reſt as well as Duty. to redreſs us; for the People 


-- can ſuffer no general Injury which will not reach 


the i hrone. And if that Man who deprives the 
King of one Subject is to be executed at his Suit, 
how much more would he deſerve Correction at his 
Hands, who ſhould impoveriſh and undo his whole 
People? TR rf 

The laſt Reſource (and that to which, tho' the 
ſureſt and ſtrongeſt of all, J hope, as it is præter- 
natural, we ſhall never be driven) is to our Father 
in Heaven. He hath more than once interpoſed | 
his divine Hand and ſaved his People; let us there- 
fore ſhew our Poſterity an Example, and begin be- 
times to recommend our ſelves to him; let us ſhew 
him by our Duty that we are his Children, and 
he will demonſtrate by his Love that he is our Fa- 
ther. If our Poſterity be bred up by our Precepts 
and Example to honour him, they may, with Con- 
fidence, in the Evil Day, cry out, FRoM THE 
PRIME MINISTER COOD LORD DELIVER us.

And it is 
a mere Conceit to ſay that. as there is no Diffe- 
rence between the very old People of both Sexes, 
old Men being commonly called old Women, the 
elder and wiſer Part of the Sex at leaſt have their 
Repreſentatives already. It is no leſs abſurd to in- 
ſinuate, that, ſeveral great Men are no other than 
the Repreſentatives of their Wives. | 
| Secondly, That to conſtitute a Parliament of Wo- 
men would be attended with numberleſs Inconveni- 
encies ; for, if the Women were to chuſe them, it 
is preſumed” that the greateſt Merit upon Earth, 
nay even Bribery it ſelf would not be able to pro- 
cure any Woman of tolerable Beauty to be elected, 
ſo that this would be. the uglieſt Aſſembly in the 
Creation ; and muſt, in the Eye of all Foreigners, 
tend very much to the Diſcredit of the Engliſb 
Beauty: Whereas, if the Men were the Electors, 
this Houſe would be ſuch a formidable Aſſembly 
of Angels, that it might very much endanger the 
Liberty of every Englifßman even to lift his Eyes 
at them; which at preſent the meaneſt of us may 
do in.a modeſt and humble Manner at our Mem- 
bers.

1. Whereas, ſeveral Miniſters in former Time © 
have met with great Obſtruction in their Mea- 
ſures, particularly of raiſing Money, from a Party 
of Country Gentlemen, who have been choſen b 
their Neighbours and Tenants, and who, from be- 
ing too much intereſted-in the Payment, have been 
unwilling to open the Purſe of the Nation too

J have, Sir, in the Town wherein I live, enjoyed 
theſe many Years an indifputed Reputation of being 
the ableſt Man in it at my Bottle. Your great An- 
ceſtor Hercules himſelf was not more invincible in 
his Way, than I have always been in mine. The 

Fame 'of my Abilities hath brought all the neigh- 

bouring Drinkers of any. conſiderable Reputation, 

five, ſix, and ſeven Bottle Men, to engage with me, 
all of whom I have immediately diſmiſſed with no 
other Glory than that of having been drank down 
by myſelf, TELE 

wwe {ecum. BIBISSE feruntur. 
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For I have continually remained Maſter of the Field 
of Battle, having never left any one in the Room 
behind me, unleſs he were under the Table. 

While I was very young, before I had found out 
a better Employment for my 'Time, I applied my- 
ſelf pretty much to Books, (for I was bred at the 
Univerſity) and, I remember, ſeveral eminent Au- 
thors ſpeak very handſomely of this Perfection. 

Horace in many Parts of his Works, particularly 
thoſe which he writ in the Prime of his Life and 
Vigour of his. Fancy, recommends this generous 
Exerciſe. In one Place he tells us, as a great Miſ- 
fortune, that awe ſhall have no Wine in the next 
World. In another Place he adviſes Plancus to footh 
all his Cares in this Life evith it. In one Place he 
adviſes us 0 drink becauſe it is cold, and in another, 
becauſe it is hot. In another, he ſays, if ave are 
wiſe, wwe ſhall do nothing but drink ; with innume- 
rable other Inſtances ; nay, even in his Epiſtles, he 
promiſes the Poets Immortality on no other Condi- 
tion than that of Drinking ; and tells them their 
great Father Eunius never writ but when he was 
drunk, and that Homer himſelf ſhewed us how fond 
he was of Wine. Which is ſo true, that the only 
Reaſon we have to ſuſpect he was ever ſober is, that 
there is great Reaſon to ſuſpe& he could often come 
at no Drink: For, beſides his Sacrifices and Leagues, 
which are only Drinking-Matches; in the End of 
the firſt Iliad, if I rightly remember, he makes all 
the Gods (and Goddeſſes too) ſo drunk, that they 
are forced to go to Bed at Sun-ſet ; notwithſtanding 
which early Hour, they had ſwallowed ſuch a Doſe 
that it held them all Night, except only Jove him- 
ſelf, whoſe Head I ſuppoſe was ſtronger than thoſe 
of the reſt. There is a Greek Epigram in which 
Cratinus, the old Comic Poet, is faid to have ſmelt 
as ftrong as a whole Tun of Wine; and .Z/chz/us 
is upbraided by Sopbocles for never Writing but * 


he was in Liquor. Virgil was an honeſt Fellow by 
his Implentur weteris Bacchi, or I am miſtaken, and 
ſo have been all the Poets down to the immortal 
.Cowley's Ode in Praife of Drinking, where he lays, 


Nothing in Nature's ſober found, 
An Univerſal Health goes round. 


A moſt inimitable Performance, Nay the Phi- 
loſophers have loved their Bottle as well as the Poets. 
Plato himſelf allows us to take a hearty Cup at 
ſolemn Feſtivals, and Seneca rebukes a ſneaki 
Dog, one Zeno, for ſophiſtically proving that no 
good Man could be drunk: For the reſt, I refer 
you to that excellent hiſtorical Poem called, The 
Tippling Philoſophers, worthy to be wrote in Gold, 
or rather engraved with a Diamond on the largeſt 
Drinking-Glaſs in the Kingdom. e | 
Alexander did not read the Exploits of Achill 


with more Emotion, than I formerly read, in Pla- 
tarch's Life of that ſaid Alexander, the Cups of one 
Promachus, who is ſaid to have drank eighteen 
Quarts of Wine, and to have won the Prize (as he 
probably might) at a drinking Match celebrated by 
this Prince: I have often ventured at introducing a 
falſe Quantity in a Verſe of Virgil, and have cryed 
out in Raptures, on the Occaſion, | 


Eft hic, eff animus Lucis Contemptor & illum 
Jui Vita bene credat emi quo BiBIs Honorem. 


For the Great Promachus died within four Days of 
his Victory. | 

I am ſorry to obſerve this excellent and ancient 
Cuſtom very viſibiy decreaſing in this Kingdom.

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Who, or what Hz is that aſſumes ſuch a Supe- 
riority over a free State, or how a free State, which 
hath ſo lately ſet aſide a whole Royal Family to pre- 
ſerve themſelves ſo, at an incredible Expente of 
Blood and Treaſure, can ſuffer ſuch a Superiority * 
to be aſſumed by one, born their Equal, I ſhall nor, 
at preſent, take upon me to enquire. But whether 
the ſaid Limitation ſhould not be inſſed upon with 
eater Vigour than ever, whether the rejecting the 
— already made, was not the higeſt Affront 
that could be offered to the Senſe and Spirit of the 
People of Britain, and whether it ought not to make 
us jealous of the moſt affecting Conſequences, are 
well worth the Attention of the wiſeſt Heads among 
But, rather than advance abruptly what occurs to 
me, on this nice and critical Subject, 1 fhall chuſe to 
lay before my Readers, ſome Extracts from the Sen- 
timents of former Times, both within Doors and 
without on the Dangers reſulting from a miniſterial 
Influence on the Reſolutions of Parliament: And 
firſt from one of the excellent Tracts, that was pub- 
liſhed a few Years after the Revolution, we have 
the following very remarkable Paſſage. © 1 
They (the Court in the Reign of Charlet the Se- 
cond) purſued the fame Deſigns of ſubverting the 
Conſtitution, but toole Meaſures quite different from 
- thoſe before uſed to effect it. They remembered the 
{lt Succeſs of all Projects and Monopolies, and Pre- 
tences of Prerogative to ſupply the Government with 
Money. They had found, and felt by Experience, 
that a free Parliament could not be aw'd, and that 
the People, in the Intervals of Parliament, would 
not be forced to pay Taxes, that were not legally 
impoſed upon them: Vet there was an abſolute Ne- 
ceſſity for the Crown to be ſupplied with Aids from 
the People, without which it could not ſubſiſt; great 
Part of the Crown-Lands being waſted, and ſquan- 
1 e 277 
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dered away in the Two preceding Reigns. Twas, 
therefore, reſolved to attempt that by Fraud, which 


they could not compaſs by Force: And, in Order 
' thereto, they took the Advantage of the preſent 
' 'Temper of the People, which carried them, with- 


out conſidering what the Conſequences: might be, 
to every Thing that was agreeable to the Court- 
'They recommended ſuch to be choſen Members of 
the. Houſe of Commons, whoſe Fortunes had been 


impaired in the late Wars, and whoſe Dependence 
upon the Court might incline them to a Compliance 


to whatever ſhould be demanded of them ; and theſe 
good-natur'd, loyal Gentlemen, repealed the Act of 
the 16th of Charles I. for Triennial Parliaments, 
while a few Patriots laboured in vain to defend it. 
*Tis true, they pretended in the Act, by which this 
Statute was repealed, to aſcertain the frequent hold- 
ing of Parliaments ; yet it left the King at Liberty 
to continue the ſame Parliament near eighteen Years: 
All which Time, they could not be ſaid truly to re- 
preſent the People of England, many of thoſe who 
Choſe them being.dead, and others were either grown 
up, or had purchaſed Eſtates, whoſe Opinions both 
of Perſons and Things, might be much changed 
from what the Senſe of the Nation was, when that 
Parliament was firſt called. But, having got a con- 
ſiderable Party in the Houſe of Commons, they la- 
boured to confirm and encreaſe it. Places and Pen- 
ions were liberally beſtoaued on all that could be 
brought over to them: And tis no Wonder they gawe 
ſuch, prodigious Sums of Money out of the poor People's 
Purſes, when a great Part was again to be refunded 
to their on. This ſcandalous Proceeding was ma- 
ni fe, and confirmed by the open Confeſſion of a Gen- 
tleman (through whoſe Hands much public Money 
then paſſed) in the Houſe of Commons, the next ſuc- 
ceeding Parliament; who there acknowledged his 
paying, annually, many and great Penſions to Mem- 
vers of Parliament. | | | 
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Beſide thus corrupting thoſe already in the Houſe, 
there was neither Pains or Money ſpared to get their 

Friends choſen where any Vacancy ee; ; inſo- 
much that the Court ſpent 14000 J. at one Election 
of a Burgeſs for Northampton. Whence we may be 
fully fatisfied, that the Miniſters, in that Reign, 
were as bitter Enemies to the Engliſb Conflitution 
about Parliaments, as thoſe in the two former, that 
went before it; but their Meaſures were more dau- 
gerous, and likely to ſucceed : And it was God's great 
great Mercy, that theſe Hirelings did not enflawe us,” 
as it avere, by our own Conſent, and by Colour of the 
Authority wve had given them for our Preſervation. 
Thus far this worthy Gentleman proceeds hiſtori- 
cally on the Danger of corrupt Parliaments; let us 
now hear what an honourable Member, Sir Francis 
M innington, declared in the Houle itſelf, on ſuch 
baſe and deſtructive Practices, Anno 1680, : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the laſt Houſe of Commons 
- being ſenſible how narrowly this Nation eſcaped be- 
ing ruined by a Sort of Monſters called Penſioners, 
who ſat in the late long Parliament, had entered into 
a Conſideration how to prevent the like from com- 
ing into future Parliaments: And, in Order thereto, 
| Reſolved, That they would feverely.chaftiſe ſome of 
thoſe that had been guilty, and make the beſi Laws 
they could, to prevent the Like for the Future. And, 
for that. Purpoſe, a Committee was appointed, of 
which Mr. Serjeant Gregory, now Judge Gregory, 
was Chairman ; by which, many. Papers, relating to 
that Affair, came to his Hands. Sir, 7 think it a 
| Bufineſs of ſo great Importance, that it ought never 
to be forgotten, nor the Proſecution 'of it deferred. I 
have often heard that England can never be deſtroyed 
but by itſelf : To have ſuch Parliaments was the moſt 
likely Way that ever yet was invented. I remember 
a great Lawyer ſaid in this Houſe, when it was de- 
bated in the lat Parliament, That it wa, Treaſon ; 
KS. 8 and 
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and he gave many learned Arguments to make it 
out. Whether it be ſo, or not, I will not now offer 
to debate: But, I think, that for thoſe, who are 
the Legiſlators of the Nation to take Bribes, to an 
dermine the Laws and Government of this Nation, 
they ought to be chaſtiſed as Traitors. It was my 
Fortune to ſit here a little while in the Long Parlia- 
ment: I did obſerve that all thoſe that had Penſſons, 
and moſt of thoſe that had Offices, woted all of a 
Side, as they were directed by ſome great Officer, as 
exactly, as if their Bu/ineſs in this Hoaſe had been 
o deſerve their Penſions and Offices, and not to male 
Laws for the Good of them that ſent them there. 
How ſuch Perſons could any Way be uſeful for the 
Support of the Government, by keeping a fair Un- 
derflanding between the King and the People; but,. 
on the contrary, how dangerous to bring in arb;- 
rrary Power and Popery, I leave to every Man's 
Judgment. They were ſo far from being the true 
Repreſentatives of the People, that they were a di- 
ſtinct middle Intereft between the King and the Peo- 
ple: And their chief Buſineſs was to ſerve the End 
of Jome great Miniſter of State, though: newer /o op- 
poſite to the true Intereſt of the Nation. Sir, this Bu- 
ſineſs ought newer to fall, though there ſhould be ne- 
ver ſo many Prorogations or Diſſolutions of Parlia. 
ments before any thing be done in it: I think it is 
the Intereſt of the Nation, that it ſhould be proſecuted 
from Parliament to Parliament, as if there were an 
. ' Impeachment in againfi them. And, therefore, Sir, 
I would humbly move you to ſend ſome Members 
of this Houſe to Judge Gregory for the Papers he 
*hath taken in his Cuſtody, relating to this Affair, 
chat ſo you may, in convenient Time, proceed far- 
ther herein, as you ſhall think good. And, Sir, be- 
ing there is a Report that ſome ef this Houſe have

Hence we may eaſily form a true Judgment of the 
good or bad Conduct of a Miniſter, by conſidering 
the Amount of the public Credit in foreign Courts. 
Wherever a particular Regard is had to the Qualifi- 
cations of a Man before his Advancement, where 
due Care is taken that all the great Employments 
and High Offices in the State ſhould be fill'd up with 
Men of great Ability and exemplary Integrity, 
what great Influence would that Nation have in 
other Courts, and how ſtrong would their Alliance 
be? All Titles, Places, and Preferments, ought to 
be declarative of a Man's Worth. Every Honorary 
Epithet ſhould convey unto us an Idea of the excel- 
Jent Endowments of him, to whom they are applied. 
His Actions, correſponding with the true Purport 
of his Titles, ſhould conſeſs him far ſuperior to the 
reſt of Mankind.
